VIEWS: OF NATIONALIST 
MEMBERS. 


Speaking at a ' Back to the Land”’ meet- 
ing at Warrenstown, near Dunshaughlin, Mr. 
Patrick White, M.P., referred to the coming 
Gonvention, and said that he had little or no 
confidence in that Convention. Ireland's place 
had been before the nations of the world eincee 
the daye of Parnell. There was no change in 
Ireland's demands since Parnell set them forth 
They did nat want to go behind closed doore, 
under the Defence of the Realm Act, to put 
their case before their countrymen, Ireland's 
case was an international one 

Mr. David Sheehy, M.P., said that he held 
no brief for this National Convention. He did 


not believe in the statement that two-thirds 
or one-half of those who would be on that 
Convention would be Orarmgemen or enemies 
of the people. What he did Know was that it 
lay with the people of Ireland to eee for them- 
Abe that the right people would attend, and, 
eo far as he had been able to observe, from 
Munster, Leinster, and Connaught the beat, 
the most honest, the truest, Nationalists had 
heen selected. ‘That being so, he believed that ' 
there would be, not, indeed, a unanimous 
agreement at that “Convention framing a 
policy and a eondition for Ireland, but that 
there might arise from it, and might come 
from it, a substantial agreement in a settle- 
ment that would meet all rational claims.

HEAVY FIGHTING IN VERDUN SECTOR. 
GOOD NEWS FROM RUSSIAN FRONT. 


The week-end has been noteworthy for the 


Successes.avhich it has brought the British 
troops on the Western front; for the 

heavy fighting on the French front, par: 
ticularly in the region of Verdun, and for 
evidences, chiefly from enemy sources, of 
renewed activity on the part of our 
Russian allies. 

The British forces have made steady progress 
in the Lens region, the sustained pressure 
on that place making its tenure by the 
enemy more and more precarious.

THE REPUBLICAN POLICY. 
(FROM OUR REPORTER.) 
ENNIS, Sunpayr. 

The arrival of about half a dozen Nationalist 
members of Parliament has added mterest to 
the East Clare contest, as it is the first indica- 
tion that Mr. Lynch has the official support of 
the Irish Parliamentary Party. Hitherto he 
has depended mainly on his intimates and rela- 
tioms, of whom he has many in the district, but 
family ties would not be sufficient to counter 
the activities of Sinn Fein, which operate in 
various ways. The young people all. over the 
division are being attracted to Sinn Fein in an 
irresistible way, and one can plainly see that 
the first result of the rélease of the prisoners 
has becn to make the movement stronger than 
ever. 

Since they came to the constituency Mosars. 
de Valera and MacNeil] have had no rest. They 
are ‘in great demand all over the place, and t 
is no doubt that, if enthusiaem were to decide 
the contest, the constitutional movement would 
get a severe rebuff. In his speeches Mr. De 

alera is making no secret of his intentions. 
His revolutionary doctrine is hardly likely to 
weigh with the farmers, but it is bringing 
hundreds of recruits daily to the Sinn Fem 
fold. 

One of the most effective recruiting meetings 
was held yesterday afternoon, when Mr. De 
Valera, on his return from a large meeting at 
Gort, was presented with an address and 
cigarette case from the members of 
Cumman-na-Ban organisation of women. . 
De Valera appealed to them to secure financial 
support for the Volunteers, and denied the 
allegation that they had been financed by Ger- 
man gold. The money was provided by Irish- 
men and women at great personal sacrilice. 
They should continue to maintain the Votun- 
teers, 

THE LEADERSHIP OF SINN FEIN. 

As far as one ‘can see, Mr. De Valera has 
taken over the leadership of his party, and how 
far some of his colleagues will follow is being 
watched with interest here. Mr. Lynch is tak- 
ing every occasion to lay the issue plaimly be- 
fore the electors, and he is pursuing his cam- 
paign with great zeal and Soterchinabien. It 
will not be his fault if physical force doctrines 
are to hold sway in East Clare. 

Teday both parties were represented at meet- 
ings all over the wide constituency, there being 
hardly a corner of it left uncovered. Every 
available vehicle was pressed into service, and 
some of the contraptions one saw in outlyin 
places seemed to be relics of the O'Conne 
election days. There was a profusion of motor 
cars, and one could not ~~ ae from 
where all the petrol came. e recent restric- 
tions on hiring cars appeared to be inoperative 
in East Clare, as far, at least, as politicians 
were concerned. 

Mr. Lynch held very successful meetings at 
Feakle and Bodyke, the scene of historic 
evictions, while bis — visited Truagh, 
Scariff, Corofin, and Ballyvaughban, an Irish- 
speaking district, im which a large demon- 
stration was held. a 

A. peculiar incident is reported to have oe- 
curred at O'Callaghan's Mills. A Sinn Fein 
flag was hoisted from a telegraph pole near 
some thatched cottages. A policemen, failing 
to take it down, set it on fire. Sone sparks 
were blown on to the roof of a cottage, which 
began io blaze, but before much damage was 
done the flames were put out. 

WR. DE VALERA AT SCARIFF. 

At Scariff to-day Mr. De Valera was received 
with popular enthusiasm. Before reaching the 
village he was met by a procession which num- 
bered at least a couple of thousand persons, in- 
cluding the parish priest, Rev. Father Seantan ; 
severai curates, and a large number of women 
and girls, while the men of the district turned 
out m impressive foree. The streets were 
decorated with streamers, and from near! 
every house the Republican flag was displayed. 
Mr. Valera was “chaired” through the 
village amid enthusiastic scenes. 

Rev. Father Scanian, P.P., who presided at 
the meeting, extended him a cordial welcome, 
and described him as one of Ireland's bravest 
BOS.
